Remarks/Arguments 

Upon acceptance and entry of this Amendment After Final Rejection, 
claims 3, and 5-17 will be under active consideration in the subject patent 
application. Applicant notes that this amendment has been filed within two (2) 
months of the mailing date of the Final Action. Applicant requests entry of this 
Amendment After Final Rejection in order to place the case in better form for 
allowance. 

In the Official Action, the Examiner has: 

(1 ) stated that Applicant's amendment/argument filed on February 5, 
2007, has been made of record; 

(2) stated that Applicant's arguments filed on February 5, 2007, have 
been fully considered but found not persuasive in connection with claims 1 
and 2;. 

(3) rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as allegedly being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,460,056, issued to Horii; 

(4) rejected claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) in view of the proposed 
combination of U.S. Patent No. 6,460,056, issued to Horii, as applied to claim 1, 
and U.S. Patent No. 5,713,740, issued to Middlebrook; 

(5) identified claims 3, and 5-16 as containing allowable subject matter. 
With regard to Items land 2, no comment appears to be necessary. 

With regard to Items 3 and 4, Applicant categorically disagrees with the 
Examiner's allegation that claim 1 is anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,460,056, 
issued to Horii, or that claim 2 is obvious in view of a combination of U.S. Patent 
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No. 6,460,056, issued to Horii, as applied to claim 1, and U.S. Patent No. 
5,713,740, issued to Middlebrook. However, in an effort to expedite the 
prosecution of this application, Applicant has cancelled claims 1 and 2 without 
prejudice to her hght to pursue the subject matter presented by those claims in 
related applications. Applicant's actions in this case are not intended to be an 
admission of any kind with regard to U.S. Patents Nos. 6,460,056, or 5,713,740, 
or their bearing upon the patentability of the subject matter presented in now 
canceled claims 1 and 2. 

With regard to Item 5, Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the 
Examiner's determination that claims 3, 5-17 contain allowable subject matter. 

Applicant respectfully requests that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued 
in this case.
